Vain Man Uselees 

Hubert Woody, arguing for the 
negative, declared that a m 0(1 ('fit man 
is a man in the real sense. A'aniiy in 
a state In whicii onn Jives In a world 
outsldo one's own, and tho tpeaUer 
questioned how succe.ss could be 
achieved in such a state. The greatest 
work in tho world lias been done by 
modest men, lie remarked. A vnln 
man is self-centered and of use only 
-to hlniself. 

Ken lUtchIc concluded the negative 
argument ijy dcclariug that modest 
inen always strive to help others.

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On College Education 

NEARLY every college editor, we sup- 
pose, has witten on the subject of 
the value of a college education. IM.iny 
other editor.s liave also written on this 
topic for it concerns the welfare of the 
nation. Deans, professors and students 
have united in giving their opinions on a 
subject of which they are .supposed to know 
more than others about this subject. We 
had imagined that the last word that could 
be said on this subject had been said. 

But now we find that we have been 
mistaken. Dr. Karl G. Miller of the Uni- 
•versity of Pennsylvania has come forward 
TOth the statement that college students, 
^^ilege deans and recent college graduates 
^mnot judge of the value of their o\\ti 
educations. Such people are, according to 
him, unable to judge because their view of 
the matter is distorted. They cannot see 
things in their true perspective. 

If people who are connected with col- 
leges are thus unable to judge of their 
education, who then is to make some esti- 
mate of the value of the university? Sta- 
tisticians have sho^^^^, or rather attempted 



actual money. They have reduced every 
day in college io so many dollai-s and cents. 
But people* have grown weary of the 
proofs of these gentlemen. What one sta- 
tistician can prove another can disprove 
and vice versa. If one listens to the claims 
of these gentlemen one is apt to get into 
a vicious circle of claim and counter-claim. 
• Since statisticians and college men 
î^re. ruled out we come to people who are 
in no way connected with universities. 
What, in short, are the opinions of tra- 
ders, grocers, clerks, and truck-drivers on 
this all-absorbing question? Are they for 
or against college? And then whether they 
are for or against are they fit to judge? 
Some philosophers tell us that a man can- 
not judge of anji:hing until he has had I 
some expeiience with the topic concerned, i 
And thus all people Avho are not connected 
with colleges are automatica'.ly barred 
from judging of the value of a college 
education. 

And so the only people who are fit to 
judge are those who have graduated from 
colleges years ago. Old fogeys who have 
forgotten their youth and can only mum- 
ble through toolhle.ss jaws are seeniingiy

The real qualities of greatness are in- 
visible. The man who stiives behind the 
ticenes to secure genuine liarmony among 
his fellow students and is ever ready to 
àêad, Jiifi assistance to their spiritual and 
îrial progress is indeed a great man. 
And if by so doing lie acliiovcs jn-ominence 
either in one liiarLicuiar ,sp)iere or in many 
and if Jic continues to udhere to hi.s earlier 
princijjles pf berying others without seek- 
ing due honour, he is indeed doubly great.
